UlB evidence showed lliat tho viscera 
exhlbed strong tracée of the presenca 
of oxalic acid and in enfficient quan- 
tities, in his opinion, to cause death.

Ilentley, 
an cxpcrionccd worker from tho 
Cciilral V.M.C.A., will look aftnr thft 
boys for one evenluK cnch week, and 
will be found invaluable in promot- 
ing their physical development.

A rolony of Trumpeter swans, a 
Bi)ccles of bird that has been con- 
sidered almost extinct, has been 
found In Canada and is now being 
protected by the Dominion . Parks 
branch of tbe federal government, 
which considers that, it has a rare 
prize. .\lovinK plcttircs of tho bird 
exhibited bpforn tlip rpront Interna- 
tional convpntion for the protection 
of bird life created a sensation. 

The colony consists of 50 to 100 
swans. Its location is kept secret; 
for if its whereabouts were knoun, 
it is qiiltG probable that an attempt 
would be made to hire away tl^C'e 
very rare (■•pecimon.'i. However, it 
can be said that they are located in 
one of the great national parks. The 
swans have shown a tendency to bo 
International In their Journeylngs and 
for^.'iomp timp It was frarp.rl that they 
would be lost to the thiltod Statc.i; 
but recently they havp kept to the 
northern side of the boundary. 

Tito Trumpeter swan is a native 
of tbo northwest portions of North 
! Aniprira. bpinp: known also in Kuropo 
and Aula. It is a very handKome bird, 
pure white in color, with bill, less 
and feet of black. 

Tbe bird' frequently measures 66 
inches from the tip of the bill to the 
tip of the tall, tho neck being na Ions 
a;: tbo body. Thr averape welpht Is 20 
linundB and iipwardn. It was former- 
ly very common around tlie Groat 
Lakes and in Western Canada, but 
with the rapid advance of settlement 
it has been di-iven north, and has 
been rapidly disappearing.
